SEVEN FOR ACQUITTAL 
WHEN BOB ENTERS PLEA 


Whole Day of Testimony Taking 
Ends Abruptly When Defense 
Decides to Enter Plea 
of Guilty. 


When the jury acquitted Charles 
Keifer and disagreed by a vote of 
seven to five on the guilt of Robert 
Cleek, and Cleek later pleaded guflity 
to the charge made against him, the 
proceedings in the battery case, 


locally, came to an abrupt ending 
shortly before 6 o'clock last night. 


Huber Swanson, the 


taken on the advice of Cleek’s attor- 
ney, C. D. Horner, who condticted the 
case for both of the accused. 

It did not take the jury long to de- 
cide that Keifer was not guilty. Al- 
though both men were arrested on 
a battery charge, they decided to 
fight the case, and they demanded a 
jury trial, which was granted. Be- 
fore the proceedings had been under 
way long, the case loomed up as 
though it were beiny trfed in the Su- 
perior Court instead of in a police 
court. 

District Attorney McKenzie ap- 
peared for the prosecution. As in all 
the big cases, there was the usual 
challenging of the jurors, prospective 
jurors, interchanges between the at- 
torneys and the examination and 
cross-examination of the witnesses. 
In all in the neighborhood of twenty 
witnesses were examined. The pro- 
ceedings dragged along from early 
in the morning until late in the after- 
noon, when the case was given over 
to the jury, after the attorneys had 
finished their arguments. 

There was much corroborative tes- 
timony and much conflicting testi- 
mony both for and against the de- 
fendants. Many witnesses were put 
on the stand, who testified that Swan- 
son had been looking for trouble ear- 
lier in the morning, and that he 
forced the. fighting, while Cleek 
showed a disposition to keep away 
from him. 

Swanson when put on the stand 
stated that he had struck the first 
blows in both the fights, and this 
assertion, as much any any other 
evidence produced, probably led the 
jurors to acquit-Keifer and disagree 
on Cleek, re 

Dr. U. 8° Abbott, who attended 
Swanson during the time he was con- 
fined in the hospital, said that his 
patient at times.was near death be- 
cause of the loss of blood. It was 
brought out on  cross-examination 
that Swanson is’ pecullarly consti- 
tuted and is easily subject.to a loss 
of blood.

It appears also that the rising generation, with all their sports and 
athletics, are so weak and enfeebled that home work at night ruins 
them physically and makes wrecks of their young lives. Standing 
on the street corners talking about subjects that should not very 
often be mentioned, attending balls and parties and taking in as 
much of the night life of the towns and cities as the authorities will 
permit, are far more elevating, and far less nerve racking than stay- 
ing at home studying algebra or spelling. 

As the results of this legislative interference we have given up 
all home work. We have pupils in one high school petitioning for the 
removal of their principal because he objects to the pupils tangoing, 
and in another we have the boys striking because the athletic ar- 
rangements are not satisfactory. We have the papers filled with the 
reports of what the schools are doing on every conceivable subject 
except those studies which the people are paying to have taught, 
and we have the little time devoted to study occupied with many 
subjects that have no place in a school curricculum and which are 
placed there by a too compliant Legislature to please this or that 
faddist, who fancies that it is the duty of school teachers to give the 
instruction that should come only from the mouth of the parent.
